The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 31-41 are 
deemed free of the prior art given the failure of the prior art to teach or reasonably suggest an 
isolated polynucleotide sequence encoding a sucrose:sucrose 1-fructosyl transferase having 90% 
sequence identity to an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO 14 and a plant and a seed 
transformed therewith, and a method thereof, wherein the nearest prior art teaches the cloning of 
the l-sucrose:sucrose 1-fructosyl transferase cDNA from Jerusalem artichoke that encodes a 
polypeptide having 89% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 14 and transformed petunia plants 
(van der Meer I. et al. 9 Plant Journal 1998, Vol. 15, pp. 489-500) and wherein the specification 
teaches an isolated polynucleotide encoding a sucrose: sucrose 1-fructosyl transferase of SEQ ID 
NO: 16 having 90% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 14. Further, the office interprets the 
Clustal V method of alignment as the clustal method using the default parameters set forth on 
pages 12, 30, 32 and 34 of the specification.
